An outlay of $80,000 is necessary 
to make effective the traffic con-

Mayor Hartsfield announced he 
will send the latest recommenda- 
tions, which include replacement 
of Captain Jack Malcom as head 
of the traffic bureau; addition of 
24 additional motorcycle enforce- 
ment officers to the squad; assign- 
ment of a trained traffic engineer 
to direct traffic control methods, 
to police committee for study. 

Another major recommendation 
in the Kreml report to the mayor 
was that the ratio of traffic convic- 
tions in Atlanta should be main- 
tained at the ratio of 14 to one— 
that is “15 convictions for each 
personal injury accident.” Figures 
of the police department show that 
approximately that ratio is being 
maintained at present. 

Costs Pointed Out. 

City officials pointed out that it 
will cost about $50,000 a year for 
24 additional men for the motor- 
cycle department; that motorcycles 
for them will cost another $10,- 
000; that it will require about $15,- 
000 to synchronize the traffic light 
control system now on Atlanta 
streets, and that a traffic engineer 
will cost at least $5,000 a year. 

Of the $80,000 estimated cost of 
making the recommendations ef- 
fective, $55,000 would be an an- 
nual outlay in salaries, with $50,- 
000 for the additional men and $5,- 
DOO for the traffic engineer. 

It also was pointed out that 
practically all the recommenda- 
tions will require councilmanic ac- 
tion. Additional men and any ap- 
propriations for any purpose fall in 
this category. 

Hornsby Asks 100 More Men,

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Too Many Cooks 

In so far as the south is concerned, cotton 
we have with us always. Not so many years ago 
cotton was the blessing, the great asset, the 
ruler and the supporter of the south. In the 
last couple of decades, however, it has come to 
be the problem of the south. 

It sometimes seems as though cotton, as a 
problem, is cursed more by its friends than its 
enemies, if any. Solution of the cotton prob- 
lem, if it be possible, is certainly hindered by 
the plethora of panaceas that are offered by 
friends, all sincere, but, by simplest logic many 
of them mistaken. For where there is so much 
' divergence of remedy prescribed, all the phy- 
sicilans cannot be right. Where there are so 
many cooks eager to contribute their pet in- 
gredients to the brew, the result can be but a 
stew of complexity so complete as to be repul- 
sive to the patient. 

Not only in the south, but wherever men 
gather together to discuss the nation’s per- 
plexities, from the halls of congress to the 
crossroads store, someone arises with a new, or 
a variation upon an old, scheme to lift cotton 
out of its doldrums and restore it to the pres- 
tige it once enjoyed as the south’s great money 
prop. 

Cotton is subject to the expert theories 
of the factor who deals in it, of the manu- 
facturer who turns it into textiles, of the ex- 
porter who ships it, of the politician who capi- 
talizes upon it and, finally, of the farmer who 
grows it. Each approaches the problem from 
his own individual angle and each confuses 
cause with the effect, as it concerns him most. 

The Greenville (S. C.) Cotton Association, an 
organization of cotton merchants, brokers, 
warehousemen and their employes, opposes the 
export subsidy plan now under discussion in 
congress, condemning any plan that involves a 
two-price system, especially any discrimination 
against domestic manufacturers and consum- 
ers, in favor of the foreign manufacturer. 

Instead, that association wants distribution 
of the present government stock of loan cotton, 
and suggests returning it to the producers at 
a price below cost of production, conditioned on 
reduced cotton crops over a period of years. 

This suggestion may be good, or the reverse. 
It4s open to serious criticism because it is an 
accentuation of the “policy of scarcity,” which 
has already been tried without satisfactory re- 
sult and which carries the taint of an attempt 
to override the ancient, and unrepealable, law 
of supply and demand. 

Furthermore, it bears evidence of a plan 
outgrowing principally from the needs of the 
handlers of cotton after it leaves the farm, with 
insufficient consideration for the original pro- 
ducer. 

Then there is the plan offered by a group of 
actual cotton farmers in Meriwether county, 
Georgia. These men would divide the cotton- 
growing area of the nation into three parts and 
completely prohibit cotton growing in one of 
the three segments each year, but removing all 
crop restrictions from the other two. They 
would make all governmental crop reduction 
payments for that year in the non-cotton area. 
They argue that by this plan the boll weevil 
would eventually be eliminated, that non-cotton 
area farmers would learn to raise other crops 
and that diversified farming would receive tre- 
mendous impetus. 

Again, these Meriwether farmers may have 
hit upon the most logical solution of the prob- 
Jem. And, once again, they too may be wrong. 
Their efforts to gain national consideration for 
their proposal, however, at least demonstrate 
the cotton farmer is himself thinking of his 
problems. 

Chief objection to the Meriwether plan, i 
woulé appear, is that it would forcibly put out 
of bu=mess, for a year at least, all those by- 
produst enterprises such as cottonseed crush- 
ing #md processing, cotton ginning and cotton 
marketing, in the areas without a cotton crop. 

The proffered cures for cotton’s ills already 
are counted by the thousand. Superhuman gen- 
jus would be necessary to devise the one sure 
remedy and to induce al] the factors, groups 
and individuals invoived to accept that cure. 
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the staple ‘is increasing and, given time, may 
someday offset the loss of half the former ex- 
port market. Which is the brightest ray of,sun- 
‘shine in the entire cotton picture. 


Chilean Problems

States, both in trade and culture. The nation, 
hard-hit by disastrous earthquake and the 
world-wide economic upheaval, is sending a 
mission to Washington to discuss details of a 
“Good Neighbor” pact. 3 

While there is no doubt that the mission 
will be accordéd a sympathetic hearing, it is 


worthy of mention that Chile is a country with 
which this nation has much in common, and’ 


is deserving of the utmost co-operation in a 
great task of physical and economic recon- 
struction. | 

The Chilean government is one of the few 
in South America under which the ultimate 
form of democracy is followed. The new presi- 
dent, Pedro Aguirre Cerda, a millionaire farm 
operator, is keenly interested in the reforms of 
President Roosevelt, and in the preservation of 
the principles of freedom for which the people 
of his country long have sacrificed. 

His task has been rendered doubly difficult 
by the necessity for strong action arising from 
the earthquake, which took an estimated 30,000 
lives and makes necessary the almost total re- 
construction of an entire province. In a nation 
already staggering under the economic depres- 
sion and permanent loss of vital export markets 
for nitrates, the violence of nature added an 
almost insurmountable barrier, requiring heavy 


’ taxation and other measures designed to bolster 


the national economy. 

One of these actions has aroused great in- 
terest in this country, the decision to make the 
sale of oil a national monopoly. This action, 
however, differs from the Mexican seizure in 

‘that it affects only the sale of the product 
within Chile and provides for payment, to the 
companies affected of the value of their prop- 
erties, made possible by an internal loan of 
$2,000,000. The oil supplies will, of necessity, 
continue to be provided by foreign producers. 

It would be well if the United States could 
work out a basis upon which it can strongly 
aid this land to the south, struggling bravely 
against almost overwhelming odds. 


A Double Exposure 

A recent drawing by “Ding” pictured Uncle 
Sam as a general storekeeper in wartime. His 
place of business was bountifully stocked with 
every imaginable kind of food, clothing and im- 
plement of war. On the wall, however, a sign in 
large letters announced “Cash and Carry: No 
Credit to Belligerents!” And as an additional 
warning to “undesirable” customers a none- 
too-agreeable-looking Uncle Sam stood in the 
center of the floor. 

On the outside, looking in, many disap- 
pointed representatives of European and other 
nations, most of them in uniform, some of them 
with money, were lined up waiting to buy. But, 
of course, the storekeeper wouldn’t sell. He 
would remain aloof. He wouldn’t do .businéss 
with these kind of customers for the reason, as 
the cartoonist so aptly pointed out, he might 
involve himself in other people’s quarrels. 
Quite a good reason, too. 

On the other hand, however, uninten- 
tionally no doubt, Mr. Darling, like the careless 
photographer, subjected his picture to another 
exposure. And the thoughtful observer will be 
quick to notice the ruinous effect. There wasn't 
a single customer in the store. 

The same observer will be moved to wonder 
just how long the store could stay in business 
with all the customers on the outside looking 
in. ‘About the only big buyers eligible to enter 
and do business on a normal credit basis are 
Germany and Japan. They owe the storekeeper 
nothing. Both, however, are considered bel- 
ligerent. That would let them out even if being 
broke didn’t. 

But there stood Uncle Sam in the center of 
the floor, frowning, defensive, aloof, according 
to “Ding,” determined to sell to no one, even at 
the risk of ruining the business.

SMUGGLED NEWS 
(From The Dallas Morning News.) 

Adolf Hitler’s attempt to convert the German 
people into unthinking robots, responsive only to 
his will, has not beer entirely successful. The 
300 letters a month which the National Broad- 
casting Company receives from German listeners, 
who praise its impartial short-wave broadcasts of 
news in their language, suggest that many in 
Germany are not intimidated, except outwardly, 
by the tyranny of Nazi rule. 

Through control of newspapers and radic 
broadcasting stations, Hitler feeds the Germans 
the kind of pap he thinks best for them. Much 
news is suppressed, and the remainder is twisted 
to support Nazi propaganda. The people are or- 
dered not to listen to foreign broadcasts, and 
sometimes the air channels are jammed to pre- 
vent reception of programs from other countries. 

But Germans have more than 11,000,000 re- 
ceiving sets capable of getting short-wave broad- 
casts, and many are listening to the contraband 
programs, especially to those reporting news that 
German papers and stations give only in distorted 
form. Hitler might try to liquidate these listen- 
ers except for fear of retaliation in other coun- 
tries, in which he wants his own short-wave pro- 
grams, packed with Nazi propaganda, to be re- 
ceived. 

The National Broadcasting Company is serving 
world stability by its daily broadcasts in six lan- 
guages: German, French, Spanish, Portuguese, 
Italian and ish. Truth is the most effective 
antidote to mi ing propaganda; if the people 
of the world can get accurate reports of what is

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OUTS FEUD WASHINGTON, June 6—The feud 

ls between James Aloysius Farley and 
Thomas Gardiner Corcoran has been the subject of more rumors 
than any other personal relationship in Washington. The existence 
of bitter enmity between two politicians, both members of the same 
team, both Irish, and each in his own way vastly influential, has 
natural human interest. Examined impersonally, the feud also has 
the interest of a case history in recent political trends. In a sense, 
its stages sum up the stages of the split in the Roosevelt following. 

‘In the days when the Roosevelt following was united, Farely and 
Corcoran got on amiably enough. Back in 1936, during the great 
effort of the camp , they even worked together. Corcoran was 
then the leader of the younger New Dealers, just emerging as a real 
power in the President’s entourage. Farley, of course, was the chief- 
tain of the Democratic organizations, managing the campaign with 
his usual shrewdness and skill. 

As it happened, besides using him as a speech-writer, the Presi- 
dent had told off Corcoran to be liaison man during the campaign 
with the Progressive and labor groups. It was he, for example, who 
helped arrange the La Follettes’ Liberal-Progressive convention, 
which so heartily indorsed the Roosevelt candidacy. On this phase 
of his work, Corcoran consulted Farley, and Farley, to whom work- 
ing with nonparty. men is never congenial, was glad to help Cor- 
coran in a task he did not wish to undertake himself. Farley's ex- 
perience supplemented Corcoran’s energy, and the result was an 


excellent job. ‘

trary charges by the two sides. Farley friends say that Corcoran 
and the New Dealers had already made the Jackson candidacy 
ridiculous by using Jackson to deliver the extremist “sixty families” 
speeches. Corcoran friends say that the Jackson candidacy threat- 
ened Jim Farley’s personal ambitions. At any rate, a continually 
increasing enmity was initiated. The purge, so sharply disapproved 
by Farley, so energetically (if fruitlessly) pushed by Corcoran, was 
the last straw. The two men may now be said to hate one another, 
just as Farley’s organization Democrats hate the New Deal idea 
men, and the New Dealers whom Corcoran symbolizes detest and 
fear the organization Democrats. 

By hindsight, the Farley-Corcoran feud is easily understood. 
Each is an unusually fine representative of his special type, able, 
agreeable, incredibly hard-working.

As individuals, 
they might have got on well if conflict between the types they rep- 
resent had not been inevitable. Meanwhile, one of the great ques-

Vulgar Language. 

When a man, in conversation, 
lards his remarks with vulgarities, 
obscenities and profanities, it usu- 
ally denotes nothing more serious 
than a lack of vocabulary. Suf- 
fering under a severe paucity of 
language, he just has to substitute 
profane or obscene expressions 
which are actually meaningless, 
even from a moral view, because 
they are the everyday commerce 
of his kind’s conversation. 


But when any man puts these 
indecencies into writing, into a 
letter addressed to someone who 
is an utter stranger to him, that 
letter writer is clearly wrong in 
the head, as well as in the soul. 
He is a diseased, distorted crea- 
ture for whom we should, al- 
ways, feel pity, but of whom we 
should, never, feel fear. 


There is, we know, a certain 
ratio of insanity in all popula- 
tions. Possibly the worries and 
stress, the deprivations and anx- 
ieties of depression times has in- 
creased this percentage. But we 
have always had a lunatic fringe 
and, I reckon, always will. 


It is, however, comforting to 
receive anonymous letters indi- 
cating that the acknowledged Reds 
and Fascists, the Lefts and the 
Rights, among us are chiefly 
members of that lunatic minority. 
For it is reassurance that, so long 
as Americans remain sane, they 
are in no danger of successful 
subversion of the ideals of Ameri- 
canism. 

And I don’t think Americans, as 
a whole, are going crazy for 
quite a few years to come,

You can find many otherwise so- 
ber and mature men believing 
childish, ridiculous, | monstrous 
things these days, ready to rush 
to America’s rescue with swords 
for Ameérica’s own throat, deter- 
mined to save the country by 
smothering its whole meaning as 
a country. It is a time for all 
of us to be on guard against hates 
that cloud our com:son sense, 
fears that touch our sanity. 


At Madison today Wisconsin 
faces grave decision. It is a de- 
cision between darkness and light 
in self interest. “The State of 
Wisconsin,” as R. J. Goode, rep- 
resentative of the association of 
southern commissioners of agri- 
culture, puts it, “a leader in the 
discriminatory and_ prohibitive 
taxation of southern-grown prod- 
ucts, will on trial before the 
Court of Public Opinion through- 
out the south when the committee 
on agriculture-of the Wisconsin 
assembly holds a hearing Wednés- 
day, June 7, on proposed legisla- 
tion which would further restrict 
the use of cottonseed oil prod- 
ucts . . senate bill 434 would 
extend the present prohibitive 
taxes and restrictions on oleomar- 
garine to vegetable shortening, the 
food product using the greatest 
amount of cottonseed oil. The en- 
actment of this bill, already passed 
by the Wisconsin senate without 
discussion and without a dissent- 
ing vote, would completely close 
the Wisconsin market to the sale 
of this food product. Thus an- 
other outlet for this most impor- 
tant of the south’s cotton seed oil 
products will be destroyed.” 

Since there is reason to believe 
that the people of Wisconsin and 
their representatives are not yet 
aware of the extent to which their 
state’s discriminatory taxes on the 
south’s cottonseed oil products 
have aroused the whole southern 
people and may lead to all man- 
ner of retaliatory measures, it 
seems to us that the south might 
well operate as “a pressure group” 
at Madison today and employ the 
old-fashioned telegram system to 
give Wisconsin a notion of south- 
ern interest. Certainly the tem- 
per and tone of the scheduled 
hearing would be influenced if it 
were interrupted all day long with 
telegrams from the south protest- 
ing both the existing and the pro- 
posed new taxes on cottonseed 
products. If anybody is inter- 
ested, the telegraph address is: 
Committee on Agriculture, Wis- 
consin State Assembly, Hearing 
Room, Madison, Wisconsin. 


Naturally, the protests should 
be polite, and in terms which 
would not seem impertinent out- 
side attempts to influence the acts 
of a sovereign state. The south 
should say “please,” but say it 
loud. 


Girls Make Own Rules. 


After 44 years as a teacher and 
dean of girls, Miss Jessie Towne, 
of Omaha Central High school, is 
“tremendously optimistic about 
our boys and girls.” 

She observed, as she announced 
her retirement from a life-long ca- 
reer of dealing with the younger 
generation, that “we adults can’t 
be proud of the job we'll be sur- 
rendering to them,” 

She finds present day girls more 
frank, less repressed and more 
friendly and sincere than their 
predecessors, but regards their 
lives as ruled by convention as 
iron-bound as during any other 
generation.

FAMILIAR FIGURES By now, I ry all Georgians are 
a familiar with the more salient agricul- 
tural facts about their state. Particularly are they familiar, one 
may assume, with the agrarian problems of their state. : 
_ It is well known, for instance, that almost 70 per cent of Geor- 
gia’s farm population 1s tenant and) sharecropper population. It.; 
also is well known that, while tenancy and sharecropping are not, 
per se, bad things, our system of tenancy and cropping has produced 
bad effects. There are, for instance, many communities where the 
average age of a farmer is 50. Instances where croppers and ten- 
ants have bought land, even with the aid of the national admin- 
istration’s farm tenancy act, comparatively are rare. 


This large landless class pays little if any taxes; generally may 


be said to suffer from ill health; generally has an education little 


higher than the third grade; plays no part in community life, espe- = - 


cially as related to schools and churches; and could:not, if it wished, 
contribute very much to the life of the state. 

The farm income is desperately low. No state in the Union is 
losing land at a more rapid rate than Georgia. Standards of health 
and educatior are relatively low because Georgia is a poor state. 
Georgia is a poor state because her agricultural machinery is break- 
ing down at a rapid rate. 

All these things have been presented before, cannot be disputed, 
and remain as chief problems which must be solved. 

You may add to that the fact that the Georgia farmer is not 
accustomed to co-operating with his neighbors, but insists on acting 
as an individual when it comes to marketing his produce. He is the 
victim of tariffs imposed years ago by an industrial east. The 
markets are organized, and he is not. He rarely knows what prices 
to expect, what produce is wanted, and he has not learned that today 
marketing is highly organized and only choice, graded produce 
brings a good reception at the market. All this is not entirely his 
fault. Nevertheless, these are facts. 

This brief review is presented merely as a preamble to the 
meeting at Jackson Lake.

No one 
can dispute the fact that we must face facts, and most assuredly one 
must admit that Mr. Storer was correct when he said one cannot 
escape from reality.

Today’s young parents have trials and problems that were known 
only to the unfortunate few 30 years ago. They have, as a rule, but 
one child; and since this is an obvious violation of nature’s plan, 
there is a penalty to pay. 

_ One child to the family isn’t enough to keep the race alive. It 
is only a 50 per cent replacement. If all Americans adopted the 
same plan, our part ‘of the race would.soon die out; and if those 
who are capable of preserving and passing on our heritage of civi- © 
lization limit themselves to one child, it won’t be long before the 
race isn’t worth saving. . 

That is the greater penalty, but there is another more personal 
and immediate. 

When the national average was three children to the family, and 
it wasn’t unusual to see a brood of five or seven, the oldest helped 
care for the youngest; all of them, from first to last, helped to en- 
tertain one another; and the need of sharing both affection and 
possessions taught all of them unselfishness and self-discipline. 

There are fortunate or incredibly wise young parents whose little 
darling gives them no reason to tear their hair, but the typical 
parents of a typical kid have a job they cAan’t handle and know it. 

They know he (or she) is spoiled. They know the neighbors 
hate to see him coming. .They know they aren’t training him right. 
And they are humbly eager to learn the right way. 

But alas! there is no rule that will fit all cases, for évery child 
is different. There is only the fundamental and all-important truth 
that the basis of all traitjing is obedience. With obedience, anything 
is possible; without it, nothing is possible. 

Spanking the kid a tap or two every five minutes does no good; 
squalling louder doesn’t impress him. Dodging responsibility by 
asking what he wishes to do is ruinous. Bribing him in any way is 
fatal to discipline. And all hope is gone when you. make the final 
confession of weakness and failure by urging him to do one thing 
in order to make him do the opposite. : 

Obedience is the only foundation of discipline; and infants, citi- 
zens and soldiers learn it only by fearing punishment that hurts, 
ft makes your heart ache to hurt a little child, but he can’t fear 


doing wrong until he fears the penalty. -

Tells Troops Expedition 
Rewarded World War 
Neutrality of Spain; 
Colony Motive Denied. 


BERLIN, June 6.—(#)—Chan- 
cellor Hitler welcomed home to- 
day 18,000 soldiers he had sent 
to fight in the Spanish civil war 
and described the expedition as a 
reward for Spain’s neutrality in 
the World War “despite all rack- 
eteering attempts on, England’s 
part.” 

The Reichsfuehrer spoke freely 
for the first time of Nationalist 
Leader Francisco Franco’s “strug- 
gle for the rescue of Spain” and 
said: 

“He was facing a conspiracy 
which was fed from all parts of 
the world. In July, 1936, I de- 
cided immediately to fulfill an 
appeal for help which this man 
addressed to me to such an extent 
and for just as long as the rest 
of the world gave its support of 
the internal enemies of Spain. 

Rendered German Thanks. 

“I ordered this in the belief 
that not only Europe but also our 
own fatherland would be spared a 
similar catastrophe later. On the 
other hand, however, I did _ it 
out of deep sympathy for the suf- 
ferings of a country which, de- 
spite all racketeering attempts on 
England’s part, remained neutral 
and friendly toward us in the 
World War. Herewith I rendered 
the thanks of the German people.” 

The soldiers, deeply tanned and 
in khaki uniforms, stood under a 
hot sun as Hitler addressed them 
from a tribunal in the Lustgarten. 
Above and on each side of the 
chancellor were some 350 memo- 
rial shields to those who died in 
Spain. 

Wounded Not Known. 

Nothing indicated the number 
of Germans wounded in Spain 
although Hitler expressed his sym- 
pathy for them and their relatives. 

Referring to Italy’s activity in 
Spain, the Fuehrer said their com- 
mon cause was the “first joint 
practical demonstration of the 
ideological similarities between 
our two countries.” 

He added:

(In London, Chancellor Hitler’s 
branding of England as a colony 
robber drew from former First 
Lord of the Admiralty Alfred Duff 
Cooper the retort that Britain 
should answer with the signing of 
100,000 army volunteers in 24 
hours. 

Hitler said that the example of 
the German Condor Legion should 
show the world that “if interna- 
tional war inciters should ever 
realize their intentions to attack 
the German Reich,” they would 
meet a defense “such as the pro- 
ponents of encirclement do not 
have imagination enough _to 
grasp.”

began life in a simple home on the 
plains of Oklahoma and ended it 
in an Arctic airplane crash. 

Members of his family, officials 
high in national and state gov- 
ernments, representatives of stage 
and screen, hundreds of Okla- 
homans and scores of private citi- 
zens were among the 2,000 who 
jammed thé rotunda and watched 
in tense silence as the statue was 
unveiled by Mrs. Sally McSpad- 
den, of Chelsea, Okla., sister of 
Rogers, and Will Hays, president 
of the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America. 

The statue, depicting him in 
characteristic pose—a whimsical 
smile on his face, hair towsled and 
hands in his pockets—was pre- 
sented by Oklahoma as its second 
and final contribution to the hall 
of fame. It will stand near a like- 
ness of the state’s other represent- 
ative — Sequoyah, th Indian who 
invented the Cherokee alphabet. 
Rogers himself was part Cherokee. 
Each state is permitted two rep- 
resentatives in statuary hall.

CONDEMNS GARNER 


Secretary Calls Texan Minow 
Nothing Back-Stabber’ in 
Blunt Attack. |

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes’ blunt attack 
on Vice President Garner as a 
back-stabber, following immedi- 
ately after a declaration "by the 
vice president’s close friends that 
he will be a. candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion next year regardless of what 
Mr. Roosevelt does, has jarred po- 
litical Washington into a realiza- 


| tion that the 1940 campaign is now 


under way. 

Heretofore the jockeying for po- 
sition among prospective Demo- 
cratic contenders for the nomina- 
tion has been mostly under cover. 
This is still the program among 
potential candidates who are 
courting New Deal favor, but the 
effect of the Ickes-Garner devel- 
opments has been to mark a more 
definite line of cleavage between 
conservative and liberal elements 
of tle party. 

“Nothing, Nothing, Nothing!” 

Already the undercurrent of a 
bitter political battle is being felt 
in Washington. Without naming 
Garner, the Ickes statement in 
Look magazine this week ridi- 
culed his candidacy as that of “one 
whose strength is that of knowing 
nothing, saying nothing, doing 
nothing,” which he coupled with 
a charge of stabbing the President 
in the back. There wasn’t the 
slightest doubt about Mr. Garner 
being the target of the attack and 
his friends have become incensed. 

Whether by accident or design, 
the Ickes statement was perfectly 
timed to meet the challenge of the 
Garner candidacy. It is said to 
have been written several weeks 
ago. Anyway, it is an interesting 
coincidence that it found publica- 
tion only 48 hours after stories had 
been sent out over the country 
containing the positive declaration 
that the vice: president would be 
a candidate for the nomination ir- 
respective of Mr. Roosevelt’s in- 
tentions, and shortly after a group 
of Mr. Garner’s friends, working 
as a campaign committee, had 
mailed out several hundred let- 
ters in his behalf. 

Sit At Some Table. 

Both Mr. Garner and Seeretary 
Ickes sit’ around the table with 
President Roosevelt at his regular 
biweekly cabinet sessions. With 
the open antagonism now existing 
between them observers are won- 
dering what their relations will be 
in future meetings of the kind. 

The Ickes demand for a Roosc- 
velt third term is expected to have 
a lot of repercussions in the near 
future, both pro and con. One im- 
mediate effect was an announce- 
ment by Senator Holt, anti-New 
Deal Democrat of West Virginia, 
that he will ask the senate this 
session to act on his resolution 
opposing a third term for the

For fear of frightening - their 
young proteges out of the notion 
of learning the game of contract, 
many bridge instructors, profes- 
sional and volunteer, deftly side- 
step the bungaboo of contract 
known as the table of playing- 
trick values. 

As a result, few of the younger 
generation of future bridge greats, 
cropping up daily in all parts of 
the nation, may have little or no 
idea how many tricks their iands 
should produce at their own trump 
bids, or how many supporting 
tricks they can muster together for 
partner’s bid. 

The case method for suit raises, 
which is so simple to remember, 
has practically eliminated the ne- 
cessity for counting playing tricks 
by a responder. 

ELIMINATES GUESSING. 

For sound defensive bidding or 
opening pre-emptive and shutouts 
playing trick values cannot be ig- 
nored. 

Defensive suit overcalls are 
based on the playing-trick strength 
of the hand, rather than on their 
high-card strength. 

MUST COUNT WINNERS. 

To make an overcall at the one 
level, not vulnerable, requires not 
less than four playing tricks. Vul- 
nerable, the requirement is five 
playing tricks. To overcall at the 
two level, calls for one additional 
playing trick in both instances, 
and so on. Pre-emptive defensive 
bids require seven to eight play- 
ing tricks. Honor-tricks are of 
more-or less secondary considera- 
tion. 

With both sides vulnerable, 
South opens the bidding one spade.
